k. The Map Library Division received 5# 577 foreign-publlshed maps 
during September, Of these, 3k$ were retained in CIA: 3^ 8 ®?Y*! ff?' . 
and 23$ to the Library of Congress. Requests for maps and ^el &ted ®JJ*F* ai8 
continued to show a steady increase. During September, 28,206 map sheets 
were sent out in response to 1,377 requests; in addition, 227 geograph c 
and cartographic items were distributed in response to 110 requests. 
Interest in material on the Par East— especially on Qumoy, Matsu, and 
surrounding areas - - res® i ned high.
